For a week past
rammany has been dodging to and fro on the
question of the Mayoralty, and yesterday morning
.he sub-commUtee of aeven appointed by the Tam-
tnany County Convention met again at Tammany
Ball to confer with the liberal republican sub-com-
aaittee, the worklngmen's pub-committee, the John
McCool national democratic committee and other
outside organizations, who were all pressing
their claims hotly on the sub-committee. Some of
the delegates favored the nomination of Judge
John R. Brady, who, It Is said, would
¦ot serve If nominated, while others of the high-
toned party thought that Abraham R. Lawrence if
nominated would poll a large vote. John McCoai
was talked of by the delegates from the national
democracy, and they claimed that he was the only
mo who could beat O'Brien among the element
which Is chiefly relied upon by the Senator to seat
lum in the chair of the Mayoralty. A committee of
the Bar Association was also present and held a

conference, and the names of several gentlemen
were submitted to this committee, which at present
seems to hold the relation of a sort of legal ad¬
visory board to the Tammany Hall organization.
Among those present were Judge Ledwith, ex-
Sheriff John Kelly, Abram S. Hewitt, a trustee of
the Cooper Institute; Edward Donnelly, brother to
the pastor of St. Michael's Roman Catholic church;
Augustus Schell, President of the Manhattan Club,
and General John Cochrane, of the Liberal Republi¬
can committee.

A delegate stated that he believed that If Daniel
F. Tiemann, who had formerly nerved as Mayor
with fldelity to the cause ot the people and In¬
tegrity, were nominated the city woulu be carried
toy Tamuianv Hall under the bunner of reform and
auti corruption. Ex-Sheriff Kelly privately de¬
clared himself In tnvor of Richard M. Henry for
ldavor, and a gentleman or the legal profession said
that Judge John R. Brady would unite all clauses In
his favor.
Two delegates of the Old Guard Tammany stripe

raid that Lawrence was moat deserving of the
nouiidation. It is understood that Mr. Augustus
m-he'.' decidedly favors the nomination of
Oswald Ottendorfer, as he nays thut nom-
luatlon would concentrate nine-tenths of the
German vote In lavor of Tammany Hull.
Before the conference came to a close the majority
of the members seemed to favor Ottendorfer for
Mayer and Richard Croker for Coroner. The popu¬
larity of Croker among the young mechanics ami
workingmen seemed to have its Influence on the
4'onvention, and it in probable that he will be the
Ttii 11 many nominee for Coroner.
The conference wus adjourned from the morning

until last evening, aud in the meantime a self-ap-
poineil committee, actlug informally, one of them
being Mr, Augustus Schell, called at the office of
the Moats Zettung, in Chatham street, of which Mr.
Ottendorfer is editor and proprietor, with the in¬
tention of holding a consultation with Mr.
Ottendorfer aud for the purpose of sound¬
ing htm ns to his rumored desire to
run for Mayor. The committee, of course,
had no power to act, yet they used some discre¬
tion in the matter, aud it is staled that Mr. Otten¬
dorfer firmly declined the nomination lor Mayor.
Brut, on the ground that he did notdesiie any office
«l any kind, and, secondly, that he did not believe
that all outside organizations would unite with
Tammany on Ottendorfer as a candidate for the
Mayoralty. He said that the St- tats Zeitung will
have an article this morning inspired by Mr. Otten-
dorter, in which his reasons will be given Tor de¬
clining in advance any nomination by them for
Mayor, on the ground that a stronger man
can be found by Tammany, on whom they
can unite all the fragmentary and discord¬
ant outside organization*. Last evening the
mito-committees of conference of Tammany Hall
and other organizations were in session ; but, al¬
though they spent the entire evening in discussing
the beforc-inenlioued candidates' names, yet they
did not come to any conclusion whatever, particu¬
larly as Ottendorfer had been sonndeil and round
wanting. The McGooiltes threaten, if the claims of
their candidate are not heard, to bolt and run
iheir own man on an independent democratic
ticket.a measure which will, perhaps, cause the
.lection of James O'Brien. The sub-committees of
conference will meet again for further consultation
this evening at ten o'clock, and the mountain
may then briug forth a mouse after great labors.

knife, and that In warding off the blow her bund
was severely cut. The evidence developed the
fact tiiat they were husband and wife, and that
their relations preceding this occurrence were any¬
thing but happy. A vcrdict of guilty of an assault
with a dangerous weapon was rendered by the
jury, und the Recorder sent Allen to the State
Prison for two years.

Alleged Rape.
The remainder of the session was occupied in

trying an indictment lor rape preferred against
Charles McGuire and John Campbell; McGuire de¬
manded a separate trial. Ellen Smith, a washer¬
woman, tcstlllcd that on the night or the 14th
of .September, while returning from her work
and passing through Varick street, she was
seized by Campbell, who dragged her into an alley¬
way and committed a gross outrage upon her and
that McGuire did the same thing. She positively
identified the accused parties.
Counsel for the defence produced witnesses to

show that after the cries of the woman in the alley,
McGuire crossed the street ami looked into the
alley, but went no further. Testimony of previous
good character was introduced and not rebutted
by Assistant District Attorney Sullivan, who con¬
ducted the prosecution.
At the request of counsel for the prisoner, who

stated that he was indisposed, the Recorder con¬
sented to have the summing up take place this
morning.
